Tue present Gubernatoriel onmpaign in Now
York is attracting great attention, not only
on account of the interest felt in the future
political position of the largest Btate in the
Union, but on soconnt of the numerous
charges and counter-charges impeaching the
porsonal integrity of the leaders of both par-
ties which are made by Republican and
Domooratic journals, If one-half these
plorios are trone, the imagination cannot
easily conceive of anything more rotten and
rascally than New York politics, Tt was said
long ago that partisanship was the madaess of
the many for the benofit of the few, but in
no age or country have such striking illnstra-
tiona of this assertion been given as those
now prosented in the Empire State and the
rothamite metropolis.

The Demooratic candidate for Governor,
Blr. Hoffman, has heretofore ranked as one of
tho most incorruptible members of his organ-
ization, and his general record as a man and
B public officer ie rewmarkably good. It is
alloged, however, that notwithstanding this
outward show and common practice of virtue,
he lives, moves, and has his being, politi-
oally, as the puppet of William M. Twaeed, who
is prononnced by the Republican journals, as
wall as by a portion of his own party, as the
moat daring of modern corruptionists, and
tho moat successfal of the oxperts in the in-
famous art of coining political
power into money. He runs the
Tammany machine, is asccused of arranging
the programme for the gigantic frauds hy
which Democratic victories are achieved, and
a3 a roward for these labors it is alleged
that he deaws imperial revenues from the
oity treasury and the plandered stockholderas
of tho Erie Railroad. According to the Re-
publican view of Hoffman, his real business
as a Democratio Governor has been to play
the part of an accomplice to these gigantic
frauds, the fine specches and high-sonnding
professions of devotion to Damocratic princi-
ples which are made from time to time being
put forth mainly to insure the control of the
masses by a gang of greedy thieves,

The Demooracy soarcely attempt to make a
porions reply to these charges. Their chief
reliance in the campaign is the counter chagge
against the Republican candidate for Governor
that, while he was acting a8 As#atant United
States District Attorney at New York in 181,
and while he was officially concerned in the
prosecution of the criminals accused of an
attempt to engage in the slave trade, he vir-
tually became their accomplice under suspi-
cious circumstances! This charge is sup-
ported mainly by testimony elicited throngh
the exertions of a fellow official nnder Lin-
coln's administration, the Republican United
Htates Marshal at New York, and it is part
of the defense of Woodford that this Marshal
bas been incited to this course through his
indignation at Woodford's successful opposi-
tion to a scheme for confiscating stocks and
bonds held by Southern men, by which the
irate Marshal hoped, at one time, to make a
{arge fortune!

The result of the campaign in the State is
supposed to hinge, in a large measure, npon
the aotion of the Republicans of New York
pity in local politics. If they vote Republican
tickets pure and simple, there ig little or no
bLope of making an inroad upon the Demo-
eratic majority. To ensure the adoption of
this disastrous policy the Tammany organiza-
tion keeps in its pay a large number of the
wmembers of the Republican General Commit.
Les, who earn their wages of sin by pressing the
Republican masses into the service of the
omnipotent Tweed. Notwithstanding the
fearless exposure of this despicable intrigne
by the Trihune and Times, there is danger
that it will be repeated as shawmelessly this
vear as in former eampaigns, and that the
New York city Itepublicans will thus be sold
out for a small share of plunder to the Demo-
oratic robbers!

In the comparatively early stages of
society, gangs of thieves make direct war
upon the honest and ipdustrions members of
the community, stealing money and property
whetover they can be seized by artifice or
force. 'I'bis system has its disadvantages, as
it sometimes imposes undue burthens npon a
few wvictims, but it was at least more manly
and more courageous than the style of opera-
tions adopted by the public thieves of our
day who are making polities a synonym for
kpavery, and who not only rule New York
State and city, but exercise a potent influ-

énce in too many other localities.
